Since it was hard to pass on the small 
track, everyone pushed for first place off 
the line, and most of the spills occurred 
on the first turn after the start, 

Charlie Stewart of Reno took a bad 
spill on his 650cc Triumph on the first 
corner, He was carried away in the 
ambulance, but couldn’t have been too 
bad off, because he returned later in the 
afternoon to take first place in the 200cc 
class on his Bultaco.

THE SAVAGE SEVEN 


Its motorcycle-out-law-movie time 
again. The popularity of the image is 
evidenced by the numbers of films which 
have already been shown and the millions 
which have already been spent to view 
them, as well as those yet to be released, 
These films have all been **cheapies'' 
without any real content or characteri- 
zation, yet the roar of the bikes and the 
imaginary interlude in the mythical world 
of the outlaws are invitation enough to 
keep them making money and lots of it, 


This current effort which was pro- 
duced by Dick Clark and stars Adam 
Roark as “the leader" (Kisum, in this 
case), shows a definite shift in values. 
No longer are the riders the “bad guys.” 
No longer are they fighting and running 
with some variety of police as chief an- 
tagonist and society as the “‘victim,’’ In 
this strange little story they ride intoan 
Indian shacktown in the desert (it was 
filmed in Nipton, near Nevada) and in 
the process of a few fisticuffs (which 


seem absolutely essential to all these 
movies) discover that the local white 
businessman who hires the Indians and 
takes back their wages at the company 
store, isn’t being very decent to the 
natives so the riders turn into the Robin 
Hood image and loot the store giving 
everything in sight to every Indian in 
sight, 

The police arrive (their only appear- 
ance, I believe) and would arrest every- 
one except that the store owner has 
better ideas. First he tries to hire the 
riders to burn the village (and get him 
back his land which has become valu- 
able), When that fails because ‘the 
leader’? is making out with an Indian girl, 
he plays both ends against the middle 
very successfully and triggers a modern 
day reverse of the Indian siege of a 
settlement, The riders attack the village 
and the ketchup or strawberry jam 
(what do they use for blood?) flows free- 
ly. Motorcycles jumping barricades (like 
Knievel) or crashing and burning add a 
different touch to the traditional Indian 
battle. Eventually everyone discovers 
they’ve been had and they go after the 
real ‘‘bad иу,” 

The ending is reminiscent of many 
war films, After such an excess of vio- 
lence there is a feeling of futility and 
tragedy that the violence was so mis- 
placed and accomplished only the de- 
struction of both sides. This wistful 


420 RIDERS COMPETE IN FREMONT OPENER

The Palo Alto (Calif.) Motorcycle Club 
sponsored the first event of the year at 
Fremont Raceway on Sunday, May 26, 
and the 1,000 spectators on hand were 
treated to the finest display of racing 
seen in this area in a long time. 

With the exceptions of Bruce Anderson 
and Bill Jamison, still recuperating from 
injuries received at Ascot, all of Dis- 
trict 36’s top experts were among the 
420 competitors present. Jim Rice, Paul 
Johnson, Mark Brelsford, Frank Gilles- 
pie, Alan Kenyon, Harry Dring, Bob 
Grossi, Chal DeCecco - they were all 
there, 

The track was equal to the talent. 
Fremont has everything a rider would 
ask for, and some things he wouldn’t; 
sharp left and right turns, a fast straight- 
away, a jump and a long, sweeping, 
banked turn, Scattered throughoutall this 
are pockets of loose dirt and numerous 
slick spots which are a constant danger 
to the rider pushing his speed past his 
capabilities, but that’s just what you have 
to do to win against the kind of competi- 
tion this track draws. 

When all the dust had settled down, 
1967 high point man Jim Rice had proven 
that he is still No. 1, and that it will be 
very difficult for anyone to move him out 
of that position. 

Harry Dring grabbed first place off the 
line in the 650 Expert heat, but he could 
hold it for only a lap as Rice outpowered 
him down the straightaway and pulled 
away for an easy win. The Main Event, 
however, was an entirely different kind 
of race. Dring was hampered by me- 
chanical problems, and Rice had the 
starting flag thrown on him while 
away from the line toward the cheater's 
box where he had been directed for 
anticipating the start, 

This left the door open for Bud Kneass 
and Rick Otto, and they seta pace that 
no one could match. No one, that is, 
except Rice, Starting from last place, he 
picked his way through the pack to third 
place inside of four laps. Everyone ex- 
pected him to soon swoop Kneass and 
Otto and pull away, but that was not 
the case,

Those two were really flying and Rice 
was going over his head trying to get by 
Otto, but he couldn't do it, That's the way 
it stayed for three laps and Rice's sup- 
porters began to accept the fact that he 
wasn't going to make it when, suddenly, 
on the last lap, Kneass and Otto went 
high on the bank of the big sweeper and 
Rice dove inside and past both of them, 
He came across the finish line with a 
ten-foot lead, almost crashing into the 
crowd which had moved onto the track to 
applaud the three Experts who had staged 
District 36's **race of the year."

Sensational as Rice's victory was, it 
did not far surpass the performances of 
Mark Brelsford and Paul Johnson in the 
talent-loaded 250 Expert class. 

Brelsford surprised everyone by 
showing up at the starting line of the first 
heat with a 200cc Bultaco Sherpa S, “Sure 
he’s good,” said one spectator, ‘‘but this 
is a horsepower track and he simply 
won’t have the beans to compete against 
these super-tuned 250s.’? Well, thatrac- 
ing fan and a lot of others who felt the 
same way learned that you should never 
underestimate Brelsford or a Sherpa S, 
Mark held second place off the line and 
passed Jim Foley on the second lap to 
take an easy win over the twelve-man 
field. 

Paul Johnson won the other heat and 
the Main Event in the class by so much 
that it looked like the fix was in. That 
youngster can really fly. Brelsford, who 
wound up third in the Main, might have 
given Johnson a bad time but, as if being 
underpowered wasn't enough, he had 
trouble shifting the Sherpa in the 
straightaway. 

Johnson was riding a Suzuki TM 250 
as was Scott Diffenbaugh, who won the 
Amateur Main in a big way. We under- 
stand from our local Suzuki dealer that 
the factory has discontinued making this 
model, and that's really too bad, The few 
that have been competing in this area 
have had tremendous success, They 
probably have a higher win percentage 
than any 250 on the market, with the pos- 
Sible exception of the Bultaco PurSang. 

The 500 Experts also provided plenty 
of excitement, with three riders battling 
for the lead throughout the heat and Main 
Event, They were Bob Sousa and Bruce 
Texiera on Triumphs, and Allen Kenyon 
on an El Bandido, Texiera won the heat 
and held the lead in the main for three 
laps, but Sousa got by him to take home 
the first place trophy. Surprisingly, Paul 
Johnson, who had done so well in the 
250 Expert class, never really got into 
contention in the 500, although he did take 
fourth in the Main, 


Protest Time 


It seems impossible to have an entire 
day of racing without at least one legal 
dispute. This time it happened in the 350 
Amateur class when Bill Groce, who had 
won the Main handily, was disqualified for 
riding a new Honda 350 which had been 
used in the Novice class by another rider, 
Its too bad Groce had to lose out after 
such a fine ride, but it was obvious that 
he had violated the rules, Vern Tranberg 
was declared the winner after the dis- 
qualification, 

The 250 Novice class was a very fast 
affair, with Bultaco rider Don Chipman 
the fastest of them all. He won his heat 
and the Main by a substantial margin, no 
mean feat considering the kind of com- 
petition he had, Kenneth Krake took sec- 
ond in this one on a well set-up Suzuki 
X-6, Harley rider Leonard Fournier won 
his heat and took third inthe Main, That's 
the first time in months that a four- 
stroke 250 had done anywhere near that 
well in this class.

quality occurs occasionally throughout 
the film, particularly in Adam Roark's 
Scenes with Joanna Frank, the Indian 
Eirl. Adam, who played the leader in

thenticity, Sometimes he comes across 
very much like Barger. When he explains 
to Joanna that outlaw riders have feel- 
ings just like everyone else...‘“The only 
difference is that we are doing what we 
want to do...’ he is very real, 

Some creative camera work adds an 
extra dimension at times. The same 
actors have appeared often enough by 
now to begin to seem like friends, al- 
though they are never given time to de- 
velop characters. And if the makers of 
these films have trouble giving the riders 
characterization, what they do with the 
**old ladies'' is unbelievable, Obviously, 
it has never occurred to them that a 
“rider’s old lady” is a living woman, 

It would be nice if before the medium 
is completely worn out, someone would 
make a real movie about motorcycle 
riders. It would have humor, (some of it 
comes through in spite of everything) 
because much of what riders do is hu- 
morous, with a light-hearted touch, It 
would have pathos. Pathos is part of the 
life of any member ofa minority. Neither 
of them need to be contrived. Allit takes 
is a little sensitivity and honesty anda 
lot less concern with ‘giving the public 
what it wants" (or is supposed to want). 
If I haven’t counted wrong this is the 
eighth of the current flood of cycle 
movies, If they were all laid end-to-end 
--they’d be laid end to end.

On a day that started out and ended 
sunny and very warm, with only a few 
Showers in between, Ronnie Rall from 
Mansfield, Ohio ruined Bart Markel's 
hopes of 3 National wins in succession, 
This was Ronnie's first National ride 
since he was put out of commission with 
а broken wrist and collarbone after his 
throttle stuck on a Michigan half-mile 
last year. He has entered and won two 
4-star races this year at Portsmouth 
and Chillicothe, Ohio, Livonia, Michigan, 
a suburb of Detroit, was the site of the 
5-miler. 

Local ace Bart Markel, former 3- 
time Grand National Champion, popped 
off the line in first place on his Harley- 
Davidson and managed to hold it for 4 
laps, but Ronnie Rall (52) also on a rigid 
Harley, was in there strong living up to 
his reputation as the **World's fastest 
gentleman farmer," and put the hex on 
“Beautiful Bart” in the 4th turn of the 
5th lap. 

From then on, Ronnie stretched his 
lead as Bart had done in winning the past 
two Nationals, the 12-mile at Reading, 
Pa. on May 19 and the 13-mile at 
Richmond, Va. on May 12. 

Back in the pack, #2, Dick Mann, who 
was riding in reminiscent style, had 
worked up to third position and held it 
until the day’s fastest qualifier, National 
#1, Gary Nixon, took it away from him 
by about one inch at the finish line. 
Markel’s 2nd place moved him up tofirst 
in the Grand National point standings,

J.N. Roberts, #2 on a 360 Hus- 
ky, took the combined 500cc and 
Open Expert go in the Mojave 
desert Sunday, June 9 with a 
three-minute lead. Larry Berg- 
quist, #888x on a Bultaco, took 
the 250cc race in his usual fast, 
classic style. 


The San Bernardino M.C., a new club 
with forty-three hard-working members, 
picked a good area for their race; they 
had two courses with two races going 
most of the time.

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THE HOT HARD 
GREENHORN ENDURO

A description of the Pasadena 
M.C.’s 22nd annual Greenhorn 
Enduro would have to be hot and 
hard. Last year as riders pre- 
pared to leave from the start at 
Gorman, it was so cold that there 
was ice on the machines, but this 
year it was quite the opposite. 


The start was moved back to Pear- 
blossom in the southern part of Antelope 
Valley, Calif, and as riders pulled outin 
groups of four, after the 62.m, key time, 
it was already T-shirt weather, 

Morning shadows became shorter and 
the desert sun hotter as the last of the 
452 riders left Pearblossom, As the last 
riders were leaving the start, the low 
number plates were leaving the firstgas 
check 29 miles north at Hi Vista, From 
Hi Vista, the markers led into Kern 
County and then east to Highway 395 and 
parallel to it to the gas check at Four 
Corners. After a 15-minute breather, 
they were off again, heading east across 
the desert passed Boron and California 
City to the noon check at Cinco. 


A Rough Go 
After noon check, the trail outof Cinco 
was the same as the one used last year, 
The steep, impossible downhill into Jaw- 
bone Canyon was the same, and Bob

Green was the course captain just as he 
was last year. There was one difference. 
Last year this section hadn't been too 
hard, but this year it was a real bear. 
There was one particular uphill that 
really wiped out the riders, At a secret 
check, just before the Wagon Wheel gas 
Stop, the first six riders that checked in 
were close together, but over fifty were 
running late at this time. It was the hard- 
est section of the run, if this can be 
judged by the number that didn’t make 
it through. 

The course continued east across the 
desert floor and the mountain tops, 
crossing Government Peak and then to 
Johannesburg for a 15-minute break, 
Leaving Johannesburg, the trek continued 
north to Ridgecrest and a good night's 
Sleep for weary riders. 

The first day's toll on man and ma- 
chine was heavy. Less than 100 riders 
came through the last check, This meant 
over 75% were now out of contention, 
Sunday had a few one day entries, and 
these along with some overnight repair 
jobs, pushed the start up to over 100 
riders, The course snaked over the 
mountains, through the canyons and a- 
cross the flat desert east and south of 
Ridgecrest, before stopping for noon 
check at Red Mountain. After Red Moun- 
tain, it was open desert almost all the 
way to Four Corners with the tempera- 
ture around 110 degrees, Thepath from 
Four Corners was a duplicate of the first 
section Saturday except for a short loop 
near Hi Vista. 

Shortly after 4:30 p.m., riders began 
arriving at the finish at Pearblossom, A 
handful of tired, happy riders made itthe 
entire 435.2 miles, and the rest knew 
they’d make it all the way next year.

He cautioned, however, that the tech- 
nique should not be attempted by non- 
competitive riders for street use. This 
is because it involves a precise method 
for sealing the 40 spoke holes in the rims, 
and the process remains in the experi- 
mental stage.

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Babich explained that Reiman invented 
the idea of eliminating the tubes in his 
Blue Streak Motor Racer tires and ap- 
proached Goodyear with the proposal, 
The company worked closely with him 
on the project. 

Tubes are used in motorcycle tires, 
both racing and street types, to retain 
inflation pressure without air leakage 
through the spoke holes in the rim of the 
spoked wheels on the two- wheelers. Ait 
leakage could result in the tire's losing 
its grip on the rim, sudden complete de- 
flation, or less of positive traction and 
control, 

Babich said Reiman realized two dis- 
tinct advantages by not using tubes: 
elimination of about eight pounds of un- 
sprung weight, and improved handling by 
reducing the centrifugal forces trans- 
mitted to the motorcycle by the spinning 
wheels, 

The success of Reiman's experiment, 
Babich said, was reflected in his record 
149.080 mph qualifying performance, 
2-1/2 mph faster than the second-fastest 
rider and nearly 9. mph faster than the 
140.230 mph record set a year ago by 
Fred Nix.

Memorial Day, Thursday May 30, 
was celebrated in an exciting fashion by 
144 riders from all across the country, 
at the Santa Maria Speedway in Santa 
Maria, Calif. 

The scene was the third moto-cross 
presented by the Lompoc Slo-Pokes 
M.C., this one AMA-sanctioned and held 
under a cloudless sky, with weather in 
the low 70's. 

Practice started at 10 a.m. sharp and 
the first hour was filled with plenty of 
action for the fans. 

On hand for the moto were Ron Nelson 
on his Montesa Capra 360 GP; Lon 
Peterson (Maico) and Gary Conrad Husq- 
varna-mounted. They put on a good show 
in their class, the 250-Open Expert, with 
Ron taking the second and third moto 
while Gary copped the first. Lon Peter- 
son pulled in third. 

Ron Nelson had a little trouble during 
his second moto when he lost his brakes 
before he had completed the first lap but, 
as Ron said, ‘‘It gives you a funny feel- 
ing to lay down on the brakes only to find 
there is nothing there, But I used my 
faithful compression release and kept 
going."

Mickey Hubbard 


v

A young man who has ridden and re- 
paired most of the major motorcycles 
ever designed doesn’t have a preference 
when it comes to two-wheeled outings in 
the country, 

He is Mickey Hubbard, since 1953 
owner of his own cycle business and now 
exclusive franchise holder in Chico, 
California, for Yamaha and BSA. 

The 39-year-old businessman’s family 
— wife Elaine (everybody calls her 
Toots”) and four children — are all 
cycling enthusiasts, “and they're all 
good riders, too," Hubbard says. 

But when it comes time for a family 
excursion, Hubbard himself picks what- 
ever bike is suitable for the occasion: 
an 80 or maybe a 100cc trailbike, or if 
it's a longer road trip, he'll move up to 
a 180cc or a more powerful 250. 

“I don’t choose one and ride it all the 
time,” he says. “I use them all, because 
when we go out the whole idea is to take 
a bunch of people, and I?m demonstrating 
the cycles all the time,” 

For many years Chico had a motor- 
cycle club, but it disbanded in 1960 and 
Hubbard said the various dealers are 
now talking about starting another oneas 
a means of planning and controlling large 
family motorcycle outings, 

Hubbard himself is no stranger to any 
phase of motorcycles — or cars, for that 
matter. A former professional cycle 
racer, he now builds his own modified 
cars for competition, putting together 
everything from the frame to the motor, 

His motorcycle racing career, which 
lasted about 10 years, came to a painful 
end in a Sacramento race in 1957, Hub- 
bard recalls, He had been running in the 
Novice class, and his performance during 
the Sacramento event qualified him for 
the long sought-after Amateur license, 

But the glory was short-lived — he 
Suffered a bad spill and broke his leg. 
“I broke it too many times before,” he 
says, “апа І decided to quit," The acci- 
dent cost him his newly-earned Amateur

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license, plus a chance to go to the big 
National races at Daytona, Florida in 
March of 1958. 

Hubbard continued to compete in club 
and association events, however, The 
end of his “racing for money" by по 
means signaled any total withdrawal 
from vehicular competition, Once known 
in Northern California racing circles as 
the **daredevil of the hardtops,” Hubbard 
now races his home-built modifieds and 
attends car and cycle events around the 
country as a spectator, 

Hubbard's pretty, dark-haired wife 
works with him in the business. “My 
chief mechanic," he grinned as Toots 
interrupted the interview briefly to tell 
him, “Pm going out to start a man's 
motorcycle for him,’’ 

“Be sure and take a wrench,” Hub- 
bard suggested. 

“руе got it.” 

Things generally look good for Hub- 
bard's business, Competition is stiff, 
with at least four major franchised 
dealers for different kinds of cycles in 
Chico alone. But Hubbard says that 
seems to help. 

He employs two full-time mechanics, 
Hank Roberts and Kenney Beal, plus an 
extra man in the summer, who is usually 
a college student familiar with motor- 
cycles, Then there are Hubbard himself, 
and his wife. 

“Business is very good; it’s a very 
lucrative line to be in,’’ he says. ‘‘Not 
that any of us will get rich, but we al- 
ways manage to keep our families fed.’’ 

Until 1959 Hubbard, a native of Mil- 
waukee, Minn., was in partnership with 
Denton Hill, whom he bought out. That’s 
what the H&H means in the store name 
— Hubbard and Hill, The name was well 
known, and when the ownership change 
came about he let it stick, 

When Hubbard thinks back to his boy- 
hood, it’s almost like contemplating the 
present, because most of his life has 
been spent with motorcycles. 

As a youngster of 16, Hubbard began 
his career in cycles one day in 1945 when 
his old Indian Scout blew its engine, and 
he took it to Mac McGovern’s parts gar- 
age to fix it himself. McGovern, at that 
time a cycling enthusiast who was very 
widely known, worked with this talented. 
young bike mechanic and launched a 
career that has landed Hubbard in his 
own business. 

Since that post-war beginning, Hub- 
bard has learned dozens of kinds of 
motorcycles, from the inside workings 
to the outside art of riding them. And he 
has seen motorcycling change from 
“something they thought only hoodlums 
would do’’ to a family fun sport that 
people in every walk of life now enjoy. 

Do groups like the infamous Hell’s 
Angels hurt a dealer by casting an un- 
favorable public image at cyclists in 
general? 

*"These people," Hubbard answers, 
“represent less than one percent of the 
motorcycling population, They’re still a 
thorn to us, for the dealers, but the ma- 
jority of people can see through this now; 
they can see that we in the business, and 
the people we sell to are not Hell’s 
Angels.”

When Hubbard and his family jump on 
their cycles for an outing, they make a 
day of it, picnicking &camping. '**The 
idea isn't just to ride around ona motor- 
cycle showing off,’ he says. “It’s to 
have fun, family fun.” 

In the past few years the motorcycle 
has become economical transportation 
for everyone from a student to a doctor, 
as well as a form of sport, art and re- 
creation that the family can enjoy to- 
gether — even Hubbard's youngest, 10- 
year-old daughter Dena, or 14-year-old 
Ray, or Jimmy, who is 16, and Judy, 18, 

That, Hubbard believes, is what motor- 
cycles are all about, It’s why he is in 
the business and plans to stay there.

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Twenty-eight clubs answered the roll 
call for the June meeting of the District 
37 Sports Committee. President Ron 
Sloan informed all representatives that 
from now on he, Secretary Bill Adams 
and Vice-President Lynn Wineland will 
be in the meeting hall at eight o'clock so 
that clubs with business to conduct can 
attend to this before the meeting is 
officially called to order. This way the 
actual meeting time of 8:30 p.m, can 
be adhered to. 

Correspondence was heavy and in- 
cluded the reading of the poster from the 
Antelope Ramblers regarding the 
changes in their moto-cross at Saddle- 
back Park, Dave Lewis, the moto-cross 
steward, was asked to comment. The 
Ramblers had had a very bad pre-entry 
and Lewis explained that this was due to 
the fact that most of the riders didn’t 
wish to apply foraseparate moto-cross 
number from the District for the $4,00 
fee when there are only four moto-cross 
events scheduled on the District calen- 
dar. Therefore they decided to throw the 
event open to all competition card hold- 
ers, not to just those who held a moto- 
cross card. However, points would only 
be paid to those with the valid 1968 
moto-cross card. Hinshaw (Buzzards) 
said that he hoped that this would notset 
a precedent whereby this kind of situa- 
tion could arise again, President Sloan 
said that this wouldn't be so and these 
changes were being done only in the in- 
terest of promoting the first District 
37 moto-cross, 

The Rescue 3 group from Barstow 
were present with forms to be used when 
applying for their services. They also 
had an award for two members of the 
100’s M.C., Don Sillings and Tom Jen- 
kens who assisted in caring for repor- 
ting on injured riders at the Sidehacks 
run, April 21. Rescue 3 felt that they 
displayed great sportsmanship and 
therefore would be entitled to wear the 
Rescue 3 decals on their helmets, This 
is a privilege extended to very few 
people, The safety team also volunteered 
the following. On a recent desert run a 
rider who was obviously disgusted with 
the day's proceedings set fire to his 305 
Honda and went off and left it, Rescue 3, 
true to their principles, put the fire out 
and have the machine in their possession 
but they can't find out who owns it. So if 
whoever owned the Honda wishes it back, 
please contact Rescue 3, P.O. Box 1136, 
Barstow, California 92311. Thisaddress 
should also be used if clubs wish the 
assistance the unit can give them, Peg 
Tedmon of the radio crew was also on 
hand; this group backs up Rescue 3 in 
manning radio check points and they 
never move from their positions, In the 
evenings call Peg at (213) 894-1746, 

Later in the meeting the use of the 
helicopter over the ground ambulance 
was discussed and Tom Burke of the 

-Rescue 3 group was invited to the mi- 
crophone to comment, He, like most of 
the District representatives want to find 
the best combination of services should 
they be required for transporting an in- 
ured rider to the hospital, Points brought 
out were that although the ‘chopper is 
much faster than a ground vehicle and 
can reach areas where a ground vehicle 
cannot, it can be hampered by winds and 
if bucking a head wind the cost for flying 
time can really run high. Burke also 
brought out the point that should certain 
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types of aid be required such as resusci- 
tation, the victim could not be aided 

while in the ‘copter. He also thanked the 

District for their support in aiding his 

unit to obtain a resuscitation which will 
be on hand at all events using Rescue 3. 

Eventually they hope to purchase a 1968 

International/four-wheeled vehicle for 

injuries that shouldn’t be carried in 

the helicopter. 

President Ron Sloan made the point 
strongly that clubs any 
difficulties at all in the treatment of 
injured riders and especially the injured 
riders themselves should contact himor 
another District officer and report what 
happened. No contract has yet been signed 
with anyone and the District must be kept 
informed of the shortcomings of any 
service if we are to eventually have a 
completely satisfactory one. 


Desert Riding Areas Investigation 


The Bureau of Land Management is 
seriously investigating the use of the 
desert by motorcycles, not only in South- 
ern California but in all desert regions, 
Sloan reported on a meeting attended by 
Bill Bagnall, President of the A.M.A., 
Frank Heacox, Bill Adams, Lynn Wine- 
land, Ben Bok and Bob Greene and him- 
self plus people from the Bureau. At 
this point there is no need for anyone to 
panic but the fact is serious, Our use of 
the desert for motorcycling is under 
question. The Bureau using the beauti- 
fully prepared booklet handed out at a 
previous District meeting as an illus- 
tration reported complaints on the fol- 
lowing: motorcycles have destroyed ter- 
rain, killed plants and raised dust prob- 
lems, They have a tentative idea that it 
might work if certain areas of the desert 
were taken and used over and over again 
for a year and then not used for a year or 
So on a rotational system to allow the 
land to recover. 

Sloan said that in reply to these com- 
ments the A.M.A. group, backed now by 
a fine letter written by Bob Greene 
(Pasadena M.C.), explained to the Bureau 
that we actually have a rotational system 
built into the District. If a club used one 
area for a run you can bet that the next 
run won't use the same terrain, The 
Bureau also didn't understand that we 
don't use huge wide areas to throw a run 
and that after a mass start thetrailnar- 
rows to about five feet, Due to lack of 
information they had developed the idea 
that the actual riding area used was as 
big as the starting line, Sloan also said 
they had been provided with a carefully 
marked rule book showing how we have 
District rules as to cleanup, etc., and 
that they had also taken one of their own 
booklets back with them in which the 
District had made their own comments 
under the pictures and on some of the 
notations. Right now the Bureau feels we 
are making “a promiscuous use of the 
land” but so far everything is amicable 
in that we are working with them, making 
them aware of our problems and also our 
feelings about being able to continue to 
use the desert area, while they are in- 
forming us of their position, Sloan re- 
peated this is a serious problem andone 
that will not go away. It is up to every 
rider who rides the desert at any time to 
be aware of this and to do what he can to 
make sure we can continue the way we 
have been going.
